, THE STORY OF A SECRET SERVICE, 


The only Englishman whoever got to Lhassa 
.was. Thomas Manning, of . Caius College, 
Cambridge, the friend and correspondent of 
Charles Lamb, and subsequently the Chinese 
interpreter to Lord Amherst’s Embassy to Pek-’ 

. ing. He went there, however, not to please 
the British Government, but to Plaase himself; 
and he was sv disgusted with the official treat- 
ment meted out to him on his return thathe 
refused’ to-lell any one anything about his 
journey, Since then the door has been closed 
to Englishmen, and to all persons known to be 
in British employ; but‘the India Office never- 
theless knows elt about Lhassa, It not only 

<* possesses the loose and vague information that’ 
naturally flows across a frontier, 1t" possesses 
exact information: and accurate maps—much 
better maps ‘han any that the Lamas have.

Tt has been managed by 
the Secret Service branch of the Indian Survey
